of Nations:

ILEN the great war began in. 1914, Implements of warfare 


•which had been devised by ihe genius of man made the 


slaughter so terrible that the senses of humanity were sicken- 
ed and paralyzed. 


Then it was that 1050 men, the most profound thinkers, 


*cholars ^.nd international lawyers in the world, made up from 
divers racial elements, sat down to the task of creating some- 
thing that would make war impossible. These men asked 
themselves what are the symptoms that we must recognize and 
correct 
They are four to number. 


The first cause of,war in the main was the practice of na- 


tions, mostly large, to take territory belonging to other nations, 
-mostly small. What was the cure? They went to Holy Writ 
and took from it one of the commandments, "Thou shalt not 
steal," and that holy commandment is that awful Article 10 
that we bear so much about. 
• 


Article 10 says there must be no external aggression 


That means that those from without must keep off the terri- 
tory of other nations. That means territorial grand larceny 
must cease. 


What was the second cause? Armaments. Show me the 


man who carries a Winchester on his shoulder, a pistol and a 
knife in Ms belt, and I will show you an individual who is mov- 
ed not by considerations of self-defense but who Is'looking for 
a chance to g«t into a fight. And so with the nations of the 
world. If one bought anbattleship, others bought two, If one 
increased its army 100,000, the others did the same thing or 
went it one better. 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS WILL 
DISARM COUNTRIES OF WORLD 


What is the cure? The Leagae of. Nations will disarm the 


nations of the world. They all agree to disarm, and if the;' 
. ii:iveu't anything to fight with how are they going to fight? 


What is the tulra cause of war? Secret treaties. Small 


nations had lived in fear in Europe because large nations had 
terrorized them, and In groups of two or three they would make 
a treaty with a large nation; two or three other small nations 
with another large one- and so OB. In consequence of that Eu- 
rope was literally underlaid with wires .that crossed and criss- 
crossed and when a controversy arose anywhere then practic • 
ally every nation hi Europe was involved. 


What is the cure? Whenever a treaty is made between 


nations, it shall be filed as a public document at the general 
office of the league. 
k 


What was the fourth cause? "Under the old order, a king 


or a queen or a potentate or one of their diplomats could issue 
an ultimatum, the effect of which was a declaration of hostili- 
ties, and between tvo days, without consulting the wish or in- 
terest of the nation," the soldiers have occupied, the front 
trenches of battle. 


What is the cure? In the future nations shall agree to 


submit their controversies to arbitration, give up the idea of 
force and substitute arbitration. Individuals do it in the courts 
»)nd abide by the decree,' corporations do it aim abide by the de- 
cree ; the states of America do it and abide by the decree. 


If it works between individuals and corporations and states 


of the Union, isn't it the part of common sense at least to try 
that principle in the affairs between the nations of the world?
